Trade  Surplus  Down  -  January’s  trade 
surplus  was  $1 .6  billion,  7  percent  below 
December  but  1  percent  above  January 
1993.  The  October-January  cumulative 
surplus  was  $6.8  billion,  7  percent  below 
the  same  period  in  fiscal  1993  (table  3). 

Exports  Slightly  Lower  -  Exports  fell  8 
percent  to  $3.7  billion.  Feed  grain  ship¬ 
ments  plunged  1 .7  million  tons,  and 
value  dropped  almost  $100  million. 

Meat  shipments  were  13  percent  below 
December.  Beef  shipments  to  Japan 
were  off  due  to  competition  from  other 
suppliers.  Nuts  and  preparations  fell  23 
percent,  due  to  seasonal  variations. 
Fruits  declined  for  the  third  month, 
although  shipments  of  apples  to  Taiwan 
and  Mexico,  and  grapefruit  to  the 
European  Union  (EU),  buoyed  exports. 
Feeds  and  fodder  shipments  hovered 
around  1  million  tons  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  month.  Rice  shipments  fell 
26  percent  in  volume  for  the  month. 
Fiscal  year-to-date  exports  reached 
$15.6  billion,  $100  million  higher  than 
last  year. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  3  million  tons, 
down  from  3.3  million  last  month,  and 
slightly  below  January  1993.  Egypt, 
Japan,  and  Pakistan  increased  imports 
over  December.  October-January 
shipments  were  slightly  lower  than  in  FY 
1993,  reflecting  increased  competition 
with  other  suppliers,  slower  purchases 
by  the  Former  Soviet  Union  (FSU)  and 
China,  and  tight  U.S.  supplies. 

Corn  shipments  for  January  were  down 
28  percent  to  2.6  million  tons,  1  million 
below  December.  Shipments  were  34 
percent  lower  than  January  1993. 
Shipments  to  Japan,  the  leading  buyer 
in  December,  fell  by  over  500,000  tons, 
but  Japan  maintained  its  lead  in  imports. 
Taiwan  was  the  next  largest  recipient 
with  540,000  tons  and  Spain  was  third 
with  226,000  tons.  Fiscal  year  to  date 
exports  were  18  percent  behind  FY 
1993  due  to  tight  U.S.  supplies  and 
increased  competition. 

Soybean  shipments  held  at  about  2 
million  tons  for  the  fourth  straight  month. 
Japan  took  270,000  tons,  about  half  its 
December  level,  and  the  Netherlands 
almost  doubled  its  purchases  to  470,000 


tons.  Taiwan,  Spain,  Germany,  and 
Mexico  were  also  major  importers. 
October-January  soybean  shipments 
were  down  6  percent  from  FY  1 993  due 
to  short  U.S.  production. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  declined  1 1 
percent  in  January.  Mexico  imported 
287,000  tons,  followed  by  Japan  at 
126,000  tons.  Spain,  Israel,  and  the 
Sudan  took  smaller  shipments.  Fiscal 
1 994  cumulative  shipments  lagged  38 
percent  behind  1993. 

Cotton  export  volume  rose  37  percent 
on  rising  world  prices.  Japan,  Hong 
Kong,  China,  and  Taiwan  increased 
shipments  in  January.  Tight  supplies  in 
China  and  Pakistan  are  giving  the 
United  States,  currently  the  leading 
exporter,  an  edge  in  the  world  market. 

Imports  Fall  -  January  imports  fell  1 0 
percent.  Beef  imports  surged  over  $1 00 
million  from  December,  although  they 
fell  short  from  last  January.  Grain  and 
feeds  fell  15  percent  in  spite  of  wheat 
imports  from  Canada.  Fruit  imports 
increased  for  tbe^month,  but  October- 
January  shipments  were  only  slightly 
ahead  of  FY  '93.  Tobacco  imports 
returned  to  more  normal  levels  after 
December’s  sharp  rise.  (Tom  Capehart,

FY  1994  Agricultural  Trade  Balance  - 

With  exports  forecast  at  $42.5  billion 
and  imports  at  $24.5  billion,  the  FY 
1994  agricultural  trade  balance  is  set  at 
$1 8  billion,  unchanged  from  the  last 
year.  The  United  States  has  agricultural 
trade  surpluses  with  its  four  largest 
trading  partners.  The  forecast  for 
Japan  shows  an  $8.8  billion  trade  sur¬ 
plus  for  the  United  States,  a  gain  of  8 
percent,  reflecting  heavy  Japanese  use 
of  U.S.  coarse  grains,  fruits,  and  vege¬ 
tables.  The  U.S.  trade  surplus  with  the 
European  Union  (EU)  is  forecast  at  $2 
billion,  down  12  percent.  The  effects  of 
NAFTA  and  a  stronger  Mexican 
economy  will  increase  shipments  of 
U.S.  wheat,  soybeans,  cattle,  and  meat 
to  Mexico,  resulting  in  a  $1.2  billion 
agricultural  trade  surplus,  28  percent 
above  FY  1993.  The  U.S.  trade  surplus 
with  Canada  is  forecast  at  $800  million.
